Last night they were marched to 


Ataka, where Ccmraissiorer Ball held 
them in $5,000 bail each. 


Caney. the place where the robbery 


occurred, is a side track 39 miles north 
of Dcnniscn. It is in the Chociaw 
Nation of the Indian Territory, and 
the population surrounding the station 
is only 125. The train does not stop 
at Caney on signal. As the proper 
signal was given, the engineer whist- 
led his reply, and the train slowed 
down for the stop. 


Instead of the hurried signal to go 


ahead, the engineer and fireman were 
confronted by two men with masked 
faces. 
About the same time the ex- 


press messenger and the mail clerk 
•were communicated -with through the 
closed doors of their cars. Three of 
the robbers shot wildly and then the 
c-all went to the messenger and clerk: 
"Open up. here. Open up, and don't 
be too slow about it." 


From within came no response, and 


the robbers again called out: "Open 
the door or we will blow it open and 
blow you to hell." • 


There was no response to the sec- 


and call and the firing again began, 
fully 20 shots beinit discharged. Still 
there was no response and the three 
men prepared a blast of dynamite and 
exploded it_ This tore the side off 
the express and mall car and the rob- 
bers leaped through the opening and 
overpowered the messenger. He was 
ordered to open the safe, but he could 
not. The robbers then put a charge 
of dynamite to the safe and olew it 
open. They demolished the safe but 
only secured $1.50. 


Every mail pouch was emptied and 


the mail considered valuable by the 
robbers was taken. Then, with Postal 
Clerk Tulley holding an empty mail 
sack, the robbers went through the 
coaches and robbed every passenger. 
They got $280 In one coach. A negro 
who refused to give up his mosey was 
severely beaten. 


Superintendent Sain Gaines. of the 


railway mail service, says he does not 
believe the robbers got much money 
out of the mail pouches. After the 
work was done the robbers, who seem- 
ed to enjoy tbe situation, eat around 
and laughed over the matter and even 
went back into a car to get some 
papers, holding tbe train two hours. 
Then the robbers left, goir.g east into 
the dense bottom timber for which the 
Caney creek is noted.

The Wallihan ranch composes the 


town of Lay. It is the only house 
there, and is the postofllce and road 
ranch combined—the latter being the 
Aouatain term for hotel. It is situ- 
ated, in the wild region on the west- 
«rm slope of the Rockies, several hun- 
dred miles from Denver, 90 miles from 
Rifle, the nearest railroad station, and 
111 miles from Rawlins, Wyo. It was 
ut old government ranch in the days 
when the soldiers used to go to Meek- 
er during the Indian troubles, and 
ranchmen traveling for supplies to 
Hawlins otisn stop there over night. 
Although there is plenty of masculine 


iety Mrs. Wallihan often does not 
a woman for months at a time. 


About a mile and a half from the

ranch the hills begin, and at this point j 
»re the trails over which the deer go i 
south in the autumn. Year after year. ]

Since that time the 
camera has added a new and fascinat- 
tng: interest to her life. Together with 
Jier husband, she studied out the mys- 
teries "of operating the machine, and 
"they learned the art of developing and 
Italshmg the pictures entirely from 
books. Then they began to take pic- 
lures of wild animals.

Mrs. Wallihan, indeed, has for the 


deer an abounding lore, like that' 
which Seton Thompson feels for them: 
and while she has not the command of 
language necessary to portray her ex- 
periences, she could give that wonder- 
ful chronicler of the wood denizens 
much interesting material for his pen. 
She never shoots deer, except for 
food; and she cannot do that if she 
sees their eyes. She has, however, 
shot 32 deer since she began to us* 
the rifle, and once performed the re- 
markable feat of dropping two bucks 
at one shot There is no record of a 
similar shot in the annals of sports- 
manship, although two deer have been 
killed with a single bullet more than 
once. Owing to an injury to her right 
shoulder, Mrs. Wallihan now generally 
takes a knee rest. She always takes 
deli-berate aim, and very rarely misses. 
But she loves her kodak far better 
than her Remington; and rather than 
cut the throat of the poor, shuddering 
creature on the ground, she prefers to 
see it bound away, leaving its counter- 
feit behind to charm the artist or the 
sportsman thousands of miles away. 


The Wallihans are the only people 


in the world who do this work; and in 
the distant future, should these ani- 
mals become extinct, the photographs 
of them in their wild state would have 
immense value. 
Mrs. Wallihan is a 


stout, cheerful, motherly woman, about 
50 .years of age. When she goes with 
her husband on her photographing 
trips, which often last two months at 
a time, she wears a round waist and 
knee skirc of gray flannel, tall boots, 
buckskin gloves and belt, and soft, 
gray felt hat.

At that time a compara- 
tively small stream followed the course 
of the Yellowstone canyon, which had 
then nothing like its present great 
depth. The head of this stream grad- 
ually ate its way back until it cut j 
the divide that inclosed the basin of 
the lake, and by thus diverting the 
waters of the latter formed the Yel- 
lowstone river.

Their Manufacture Shifts from Bohemia 


to Xew York. 


Jet buttons, so called, are not jet at 


all. They are merely glass, but they 
serve the purpose just as well, look 
just as well and are much cheaper. 


Until recently nearly all of them 


came from Bohemia, but they are now 
made in this country, and American 
manufacturers are able to compete 
with the foreign trade. The process 
used is a secret. 


The process begins with the long 


black rods of glass composition, from 
which the buttons were made. These 
rods are round, about four' feet long 
and three-quarters of an inch in thick- 
ness. Three of them are taken at a 
time by the buttonmaker, held to- 
gether and so placed on the bench 
that one end is kept constantly over 
a tongue of fire, the gas used being 
blown by wind from a bellows -worked 
by steam power and connected by 
pipes with each work bench. "With a 
little steel rod held in the hand tne 
buttonmaker picks from the now mol- 
ten mass of glass a large drop. This 
he skilfully holds in such a manner 
that a mould made in two sections, 
like an iron vise, shuts, catches the 
drop in its mouth, presses it into the 
shape of the dies and then swallows 
it. Upon being swallowed, the button 
"falls through a pipe two feet long 
into a pail. 


A feature of the pressing of the but- 


tons is that an eyelet is pressed into 
the button at the same time, it hav- 
ing previously been place-i in th« 
die. 
The buttons are washed in cold 


water, and then the rough edges from 
the moulds are cut off by boys with 
scissors. Prom here they are carried 
to the edges—girls whose work con- 
sists in giving the buttons a finish 
with emery wheels. 


The buttons at this stage have in 


appearance of an ordinary black jet 
button. Polishing them on a wheel of 
some peculiar foreign wood, on the 
surface of which a preparation is put, 
gives them a glassy appearance. The 
mourning or crepe effect is attained 
by the pattern of the die, and then by 
soaking the buttons in certain chemi- 
cals. 


With new and approved appliances 


100 gross of buttons can be made on 
one press in a day. The eyelets used 
are made of brass wire, which is run 
from a spool on to a small revolving 
rod. When taken off this it has the 
appearance of a long coil spring. This 


I is placed in an enclosed mechanise 
1 and a circular saw of hard steel cuts 
] it into as many little rings as there 
; are turns in the wire. 


Frcm the manufacturing depart- 


1 ment the buttons are taken to the 
i carders, generally girls, who 
place 


j them on cards and fasten them with 


j needle and thread. 
The cards are 


i placed in boxes, and the buttons are 
' ready for market. On a sample card 
1 shown were glass or jet buttons of 
• nearly every imaginable shape, color 


• and effect, from the sombre crepe to 
j one sparkling with silver and gold.— 
! Xew York Journal.

This 
sort of cloud is formed in heavy mass- 
es, which assume weird shapes, sug- 
gesting to the imaginative eye -castles, 
giants, ordinary animals, 
etc.

strato-cumulus is the typical storm 
cloud, almost always seen in advance 
of a storm. The altostratus is a thick 
sheet of gray or bluish cloud, with a 
brilliant patch near the sun or moon. 
The alto-cumulus consists of largs 
globular masses of white or grayish 
cloud, arranged in groups of lines. The 
cirro-stratus is a thin whitish sheet 
covering the sky, through which the 
sun or mcon is seen surrounded by a 
halo.

The sight of vast quantities of 'coin 


has a stimulating influence on human 
wits; to such an extent that Uncle 
Sam is kept busy coppering efforts of 
geniuses to "do" the various mints. 
Some of the schemes devised are so 
smooth that the government officials 
are unwilling for their nature to be 
divulged, at least until the law has 
been twisted into shape to fit the new 
form of theft. Time and again methods 
have been evolved for which no legal 
antidote is discoverable and which 
can only be prosecuted by dismissal, 
not by criminal prosecution- 


Some plots are too deep for the av- 


erage man to penetrate, but others are 
frankly broad farces, which, once dis- 
covered, fall of themselves. One of the 
later type was recently worked on a 
western mint, according to the report 
of a late arrival via the Southern Pa- 
cific. 
It was this way: The gold is 


rolled into strips from ingots in the 
rolling room, carefully weighed into 
the punching room, and as carefully 
weighed out again.

South Africa they carried with them 
professional

photographers. 


These were provided -with compound 
telephotographic lenses, which enabled 
the operator to bring a distant picture 
much nearer than by ordinary pho- 
tography. The "telephoto attachment" 
-was first applied to 
photographing 


mountain passes by explorers, and by 
means of it distant, inaccessible peaks 
could be reproduced as though they 
were at close range. The application 
of this invention to the -war camera 
marked a revolution in modern scout- 
ing and observation. From balloons 
two or three thousand feet in the air 
exact reproductions of the surround- 
ing country could be made on a scale 
sufficiently large to enable the officers 
to make good use of the knowledge. 
The English army under Lord Rob- 
erts prepared charts of the enemy's 
position and oT the topography of the 
mountainous country better than if 
scouts had penetrated 
through 
the 


lines of the Boers and made rough 
diagrams. 
It completely revolution- 


ized past methods of studying the 
country, which at any time might be- 
come a bloody battlefield.— Collier's 
Weekly.

The employes of Louis Pfaelzer & 
Sons, the concern which owns John, 
say he is the most intelligent horse in 
the world, and take a genuine pride 
In the docile creature, although there 
is no such thing as familiarFty per- 
mitted by John. "Keep your distance," 
Is evidently John's motto. 


John's principal occupation Is to 


drag the carcasses of steers from the 
striking p»ns to the slaughter house 
floor, where the butchers hoist them 
»reparatory to skinning and dressing 
them for martet.

ROUND-UP OF CALIi-onnlA LIONS. 


An Attempt to Kill Off the Biff Cat* That 


"Worry- Arizona Sheepmen. 


John McCarty. Territorial Came 


Warden, has begun a big round-up of 
California lions in tbe San Francisco 
Mountains, about 150 miles north of 
Flagstaff. Arizona. In that country 
the big cats are found in larger num- 
bers than in any other locality in Ari- 
zona, and the party expects to bag 
several hundred of them. 


At one time the California lion was 


found in all parts-of Arizona, but large 
Territorial and county bounties have 
caused its extermination in many dis- 
tricts. At $20 a head hunting the 
beasts was a profitable business, and 
some hunters, in times past, have 
killed a score of lions in a week. ^. 
total of more than $100.000 has been 
paid in Arizona for scalps In the past 
ten years. Hundreds of lions beside 
have been snot by cattle, horse and 
sheep men. "who have not asked for the 
bounties, taking as their reward the 
fact that they have disposed of the 
cause of the slaughter of their calves, 
colts and lambs. 


While the lions have grown less com- 


mon in the southern part of the Ter- 
ritory, there has been no decrease in 
their numbers in the wilder northern 
regions. 
Sheepmen In the San Fran- 


cisco Mountains have complained of 
late that the lions were killing oS all 
their lambs. 
Warden McCarty has 


taken the matter in hand. and. with 
five experienced lion hunters and two 
score trained lion dogs, he expects to 
rid the country of the pests. 


He will organize with the cowboys 


and sheepherders a large- party, 
will scour the district vrhere the lions 
are most common. The animals will 
be driven Into ilio centre of a circle 
where they can b* killed. 


The California lion is a small species 


of tbe panther family. It is about the 
size of a Canadian lynx and possesses 
a similar ncture. It is cowardly and 
has never been known to attack a 
man unless cornered, but Is capable of 
a. fierce fight when driven to bay. Mc- 
Carty Is a .collector of specimens for 
Yale. Harvard, Cornell and other uni- 
versities and expects to send to them 
trophies of the big hunt.—New York 
Sun.

Sometimes, long after awaken- 
ing, it leaves the subject a prey to 
nervous anxiety, violent palpitation 
and unusual debility. In fact, it has 
a marked analogy with insanity, and 
if It Is constant!* recurring it may be 
of serious portent, pointing to some 
affection of the brain or mind. Not 
that nightmare causes nervous disease 
or insanity, but that nervous disease 
pre-existing causes, on the contrary, 
this special disposition of the brain 
to temporary delirium. 


From this it can be understood why 


•nightmare is often hereditary, just as 
abnormal nervous impressionability 
may be Inherited. The child, too. sen- 
sitive to -the slightest impression, a 
living bundle of nerves, is more es- 
pecially subject to night terrors, even 
white awake, owing to the power of 
the mind to project ideas into space 
and with the eye to see them as ac- 


- tualities imbued with life. Next in 


susceptibility are women and some 
men whose brains have remained in 
the 
infantile state properly called 


simpl»-minded. Anaemia, fever, dis- 
turbance of the circulation, caused by 
diseases of the hsart or the large 
blood vessels, disturbed - respiration, 
due to asthma or a full stomach, are 
the most frequent predisposing causes, 
and are as powerful as nervous dis- 
turbances, such as hysteria and hy- 
pochondria, in causing nightmare. 


Sometimes nightman is due to pro- 


longed wakefulness, a radical change 
in diet, or faulty position of the body, 
such as lying upon the back or face, alone, .he young 


crude knowledge of natural history-, as 
it is understood today, the author 
says, with a grain of truth, "mush- 
rooais cause the incubus of mare in 
the stomach." 
The same might be 


said of Welsh rarebits and similar in- 
digestible delicacies eaten just before 
retiring; these lie hard on the stom- 
ach and cause more horrible dreams 
in those not hardened to such gour- 
mandism. But it is equally erroneous 
to go to the opposite extreme and pro- 
hibit all food before retiring, for of- 
ten a light repast is a most excellent 
nightcap, and the pleasantest and 
safest remedy against insomnia and 
in fact, against nightmare, for 
an 


empty stomach may cause it just as 
much as an overloaded one. 


Not less important in the treatment 


of nightmare is an endeavor to neu- 
tralize, as far as possible, all injurious 
moral causes. This is often simply 
a matter of good counsel and caution 
against the dangers of poor hygiene 
and excess of passion. The friends 
should especially endeavor to reassure 
and render cheerful those unfortunate 
beings who have a morbid fear of di- 
sease (nosophobia, as it is technically 
called), to discourage their broodings 
and encourage them not to give way 
to despair. Unfortunately, the physi- 
cian of today too often scorns and ne- 
glects this animisolatio, this solace of 
mind, which is none the less often far 
superior to and* more efficacious than 
the most potent drugs.
